FOUNDING  LCC  MEMBER  RECALLS 
ORIGINAL  MEETING

(This  article  appeared  tin  the  July  10,  2001  issue  of  The  Numismatic  News) 

la  1950,  Newell  F.  Joyner  open  a  small  stamp  and  coin  shop  in  Lincoln,  Neb.  I 
fell  fortunate  in  having  worked  in  the  shop  from  its  opening  until  January  1952  when  I 
was  inducted  into  the  U.  S.  Army  for  Korea. 

This  shop  became  a  meeting  place  for  about  a  dozen  coin  collectors  each 
Saturday.  As  the  shop  was  small,  Mr.  Joyner  suggested  that  we  organize  a  coin  club  and 
find  a  regular  time  and  place  for  our  meetings. 

In  April  1951  it  was  announced  that  on  May  8, 1951,  the  Lincoln  Numismatic 
Society  would  hold  its  first  meeting  in  the  Green  room  of  the  YMCA  at  7  pun.  At  that 
meeting,  a  slate  of  officers  was  elected  and  a  constitution  with  bylaws  was  worked  oa 
The  name  of  the  Organization  was  discussed  and  changed  to  the  Lincoln  Coin  Club. 

Twenty-five  years  later  at  the  May  1976  meeting  in  the  same  Green  Room  of  the 
YMCA,  we  celebrated  the  club’s  silver  anniversary.  I  baked  a  cake  and  decorated  it  with 
silver  coins  for  that  festive  occasion. 

After  another  25  years  and  nine  other  meeting  places,  I  again  brought  a  cake  to 
the  May  2001  50lh  anniversary  meeting.  At  that  time  I  gave  each  person  present  a  special 
rolled  cent  that  I  had  purchased  for  the  occasion. 

I  have  served  in  all  the  club’s  offices  and  am  the  last  active  member  to  have  been 
at  the  May  8, 1951  meeting

ANA  NAMES  MUSEUM  CURATOR 

Lawrence  J.  Lee,  former  curator  of  the  Byron  Reed  Collection  at  the 
Durham  Western  Heritage  Museum,  has  been  named  curator  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA)  Money  Museum  in  Colorado 
Springs,  Colorado. 

In  making  the  announcement,  ANA  President  H.  Robert  Campbell 
says,  ‘The  ANA  is  very  fortunate  to  have  Larry  join  the  ANA  staff.  His 
experience  and  background  are  ideally  suited  to  the  ANA'S  newly 
renovated  museum." 

Lee,  51,  was  featured  in  an  article  in  the  March  issue  of  Ihe 
Numismatist  along  with  four  other  numismatic  curators.  Also  featured  in 
that  article  was  outgoing  ANA  Curator  Robert  W.  Hoge,  who  announced 
his  resignation  in  late  June. 

‘There  are  very  few  jobs  I  would  leave  the  Reed  Collection  for,  but 
being  the  curator  of  the  ANA  Museum  is  certainly  one  of  them,"  Lee 
says.  “I  am  very  excited  about  coming  to  the  ANA.  This  is  a  world-class 
organization  that  seems  poised  to  take  off  to  the  next  level  of  growth. 
The  heart  of  any  museum  is  its  collection,  and  the  ANA'S  assemblage  of 
numismatic  objects  is  second  to  none.” 

Lee  has  worked  as  curator  of  the  Byron  Reed  Collection  in  Omaha, 
Nebraska,  for  the  past  four  years.  The  collection  is  famous  for  its  rare 
coins  and  medals,  among  them  a  Class  1 1804  dollar  and  some  of  the 
finest  pattern  coins  known.  It  also  contains  thousands  of  documents, 
autographs,  books,  maps  and  engravings. 
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"While  at  the  Western  Heritage  Museum,  I  had  the  unique  opportunity  to  curate  and  organize  a 
celebrated  numismatic  collection,  to  open  a  major  numismatic  museum  gallery  and  to  assemble  a 
solid  numismatic  library,"  Lee  says.  "A  curator  has  two  main  functions:  collection  management  and 
exhibit  design.  I  would  expect  to  begin  work  immediately  in  both  areas,  making  the  ANA  Money 
Museum  the  premier  numismatic  museum  in  the  United  States." 

"My  strong  points  are  in  organizing  and  managing  projects,  whether  it  be  planning  an  exhibition 
or  imposing  order  on  a  huge  pile  of  artifacts.  I  also  have  found  that  my  computer  and  database 
skills  are  a  great  advantage  in  curating  a  large  collection." 

Lee  remembers  that  as  an  1 1 -year-old,  he  found  an  About  Uncirculated  191 6-D  Wheat  cent  in 
his  mother’s  piggy  bank  and  felt  his  "blood  race"  with  excitement.  He  soon  made  a  "nuisance"  of 
himself  at  the  local  bank,  buying  rolls  of  cents  and,  nickels  and  cashing  in  the  coins  he  had 
purchased  the  day  before. 

A  native  of  Denver,  Colorado,  Lee  holds  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  archaeology  and  history,  a 
master’s  degree  in  adult  education  and  museum  studies,  and  is  nearing  completion  of  his 
doctorate  dissertation,  which  is  a  qualitative  case  study  of  numismatic  education  in  the  United 
States. 

In  addition  to  his  numismatic  work,  Lee  has  worked  at  archaeological  sites  in  the  Great  Plains 
region,  and  in  Israel  on  a  site  at  Ein-Gedi,  near  the  Dead  Sea.  He  also  was  general  manager  of  a 
50-employee  print  shop;  president  of  an  automatic  identification  software  company;  owned  a 
successful  bar-code  label  printing  company;  served  as  assistant  editor  of  the  journal  Plains 
Anthropologist:  and  was  a  vest-pocket  coin  dealer,  "with  very  small  pockets.” 

Lee,  his  wife,  Kim,  and  two  children  will  move  to  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  in  August.  He 
will  begin  work  at  the  ANA  in  September.

“Drachmas,  Doubloons  and  Dollars:  The  History  of  Money” 

The  American  Numismatic  Society’s  Exhibition  Opens  at  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank 


Don’t  think  much  about  money  except  what  you  can  buy  with  it?  Come  see  what  compelling  stories  coins  and 
bills  can  tell!  The  American  Numismatic  Society— one  of  Manhattan’s  oldest  museums— and  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  are  pleased  to  announce  the  October  opening  of  a  five-year  exhibition  titled 
“Drachmas,  Doubloons  and  Dollars:  The  History  of  Money.”  This  is  the  first  time  that  The  American 
Numismatic  Society’s  most  valuable  coins  and  medals  have  been  brought  together  for  the  public  to  view.  On 
display  are  more  than  600  examples  from  the  Society’s  noted  collection  of  one  million  coins,  bills  and  other 
forms  of  currency  used  worldwide  and  spanning  three  millennia  of  history. 

The  exhibition  will  be  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York,  a  landmark  building 
constructed  in  1924.  The  5,000-square-foot  exhibition  space  appears  exactly  as  it  was  designed  in  the  1920s 
when  it  was  used  for  banking  transactions.  Renowned  early-20th-century  metal  artist  Samuel  Yellin  designed  and 
forged  the  iron  teller  cages,  chandeliers  and  writing  tables  in  a  gracefully  ornate— and  sometimes  whimsical- 
style  (look  for  the  geometric  animals  at  the  top  of  the  teller  cages). 

Presented  chronologically,  the  exhibition  highlights  the  significance  of  money  as  political  propaganda,  artwork, 
and  a  reflection  of  social  climate  and  economy.  Items  on  display  range  in  date  from  a  7th-century-B.C.  Lydian 
electmm  coin  to  recent  paper  money,  such  as  a  Romanian  2000-lei  note  commemorating  the  total  solar  eclipse  on 
August  11, 1999.  Three  of  the  most  valuable  objects  shown  will  be  a  Brasher  doubloon,  a  Confederate  States 
half-dollar  and  the  famous  20-dollar  gold  piece  designed  by  Saint-Gaudens.  Visitors  will  also  see  varied,  and 
often  strange,  images  depicted  on  coins  and  bills — such  as  a  giant  foot  on  an  Alexandrian  copper  coin — as  well 
as  unusual  examples  of  money,  including  shell  money  from  Thailand  and  Native  American  wampum.  The  exhi¬ 
bition  will  include  a  short  film  and  a  replica  of  an  early- 19th-century  mint  with  a  period  coin  screw  press. 

The  American  Numismatic  Society,  located  at  Broadway  and  155th  Street,  will  move  to  the  Financial  District  in 
2002.  It  is  a  national  institution  advancing  the  study  and  appreciation  of  coins,  medals  and  related  objects  of  all 
cultures  as  historical  and  artistic  documents.  Founded  in  1858,  the  ANS  houses  the  world’s  finest  numismatic 
library  and  America’s  most  comprehensive  collection  of  numismatic  objects.  The  ANS  supports  scholarly 
research  and  publications,  and  sponsors  educational  and  interpretive  programs  for  diverse  audiences. 

Exhibition  hours  are  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday  from  October  18,  2001,  through  2006  at  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York,  33  Liberty  Street  (wheelchair  access  provided  from  the  Maiden  Lane 
entrance).  Admission  is  free.

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TOKENS 


The  use  a  token  represents  authentication  using  “something  the  customer  possesses.” 
Typically,  a  token  is  part  of  a  two-factor  authentication  process,  complemented  by  a 
password  as  the  other  factor.  There  are  many  benefits  to  use  of  tokens.  The 
authentication  process  cannot  be  completed  unless  the  device  is  present.  Static 
passwords  or  biometric  identifiers  used  to  activate  the  token  may  be  authenticated  locally 
by  the  device  itself.  This  process  avoids  the  transmission  of  shared  secrets  over  an  open 
network  such  as  the  Internet. 

Physical  devices  designed  for  use  in  authentication  systems  have  different  capabilities. 
Some  are  designed  only  to  hold  authenticating  information,  while  others  are  capable  of 
processing  information  obtained  from  a  database.  Various  physical  objects  such  as  rings, 
key  chains,  watches,  telephones,  or  credit  and  debit  cards  may  contain  chips  that  generate 
passwords,  hold  customer  credentials,  or  process  information  when  brought  into  contact 
with  computers,  card  readers,  or  other  such  “receivers.”  Tokens  utilizing  the  chip 
technology  embedded  in  cards  are  known  as  smart  cards. 

Password  generating  tokens  provide  an  effective  defense  against  password  guessing 
because  the  token  generates  a  new  password  at  specified  intervals  or  provides  a  unique 
password  in  response  to  a  challenge  message  sent  by  the  institution.  In  addition,  these 
tokens  are  easy  to  use  and  relatively  inexpensive.  Password-generating  tokens  are  used 
by  a  number  of  financial  institutions  to  authenticate  commercial  customers  seeking  to 
remotely  access  the  institution’s  electronic  banking  systems.  As  costs  decrease  further, 
financial  institutions  may  choose  to  provide  retail  customers  with  such  tokens. 

PKI  systems  can  incorporate  tokens  or  smart  cards  that  contain  credentials.  For 
additional  security,  a  financial  institution  may  require  that  a  customer’s  digital  certificate 
be  stored  on  a  smart  card.  Smart  cards  and  other  consumer  devices  containing  electronic 
chips  may  be  more  costly  than  software  solution.  However,  storing  private  keys  on  a 
token  instead  of  on  a  computer’s  hard  drive  prevents  unauthorized  parties  from  accessing 
the  user’s  computer  and  copying  encryption  keys  without  the  users’  knowledge. 

When  utilizing  tokens,  financial  institutions  need  to  consider  the  following: 

*  Educating  customers  to  ensure  they  understand  their  responsibility  to  safeguard  tokens 
or  smart  cards,  including  agreements  and  rules  on  their  use,  protection,  and  replacement; 

*  Designing  and  implementing  a  secure  process  for  generating  and  distributing  tokens, 
including  agreements  and  rules  on  their  use,  protection  and  replacements; 

*Ensuring  that  two-factor  authentication  processes  that  use  tokens  limit  the  number  of 
login  attempts  that  a  customer  can  make  in  the  authentication  process;  and 
^Determining  an  appropriate  expiration  date  and  renewal  and  revocation  processes  for 
customer  held  tokens.
